Surely he's the last 
person who needs to downsize? 

In less than three years, 

Tom's listed/zve places with 
real estate agents in America 
and in the UK - most recently 
putting his lavish house near 
East Grinstead in Sussex on 
the market, which is a stone's 
throw away from the UK 
headquarters of the controversial 
Church of Scientology. 

All the properties he's put on 
the market are places he once 


shared with Katie Holmes. 

Some, like the ones in the UK and 
Beverly Hills, are homes they 
chose, refurbished and improved 
as a couple, installing everything 
from a dance studio in their 
UK place to an underground 
bunker in Telluride. 

But there are whispers in 
LA Scientology circles that 
Tom will soon be made co-leader 
of the religion, which takes 
large cash donations from its 
wealthy members. 

Tom, 53, is currently filming 
a Jack Reacher sequel and is 
slated to start work on Mission: 
Impossible 6 and a Top Gun 2 
this year, so his career is still 
bringing in the big bucks.

Stressing 
they're not involved in any of 
Tom's homes, co-owner Matt 
Altman says: 'There are two 
main reasons celebrities sell 
homes.
